disclosed Monday. 


The "extra' 'three-tenths of a mill 


will l>o levied under provisions of Act 
10 of 1931. 


The increase ill the tax rate is the 


result of the legislature's having put 
the suite into the lending business af- 
ter the drouth of 1930, officials said. 
In 1931, the cneral Assembly authoriz- 
ed the issuance by the Agricultural

"Thus a top would be self-liquidat- 


By the time one changed handi 
100 times, it would have done away 
with itself, as well as paid for itself," 
the proponents declared. "The plan, 
of course, will jjtjract practically all 
citizens of the United States to Cali 
tornia. That's just what we want. 
More people mean more, purchasing 
power."

This forms 
the ideeal blocking set-up if the kick 
.signal iscalled. It is almost as effec- 
tive offensively as the modofied punt 


One of the big threats of the punt 


formation is the opporunity for a lat- 
eral pass. 


It can be engineered by the No. 4
